tharnothing, as we dou z but amiracle of di- |

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vince power and metcy can preſerve them from 
the miſerics of the devouring ſword. I remem- 
ber what the auxiliaries of Egypr ſaid in their 
diſtreſle, © Ariſe, and let ws got againeunto our peo- 
ple, and to the Land of our nativity. from the op- 
preſſing ſword, bur if wee were now under that 
miſery, Idoubr it would bee in vaine forusto 
fay the like. ' Butthat which weeare now cal- 
kedunto, is Brotherly Compaſſion, and todoe 
the part of 7obs friends'in my Text, toſit aſto- 
niſhed , as atthe crying ſinncs, toat the feared 
ſorrowes of our Counrymen, forinall proba- 
bilirie, their griefe is very great. 

Tothis end , you may thioke a whileupon 
theſe particulars, _ 

Of our civill relation to that Land, and the 
Inhabitants therein, There is no Land thar 
claimesour name, but England, we arediſtin- 
guiſhed from all the Nations in the world by 
the name of Engliſh. There is no Potentate 
breathing, that wee call our dread Soveraign, 
bur King Cuanx ns, nor Lawes of any 
Land have civilized us, but Zxglavds, there is 
no Nationthat calls us Countrey-men, butthe 
Enzeliſh. Brethren ! Did we nor theredraw in 
our firſt breath 2 Did nor the Sunne firſt ſhine 
there upon our heads £ Did not that Land firſt 
beare us, even that pleaſant Ifland , bur for fin, 
I would ſay.thart Garden of the Lord, that Pa» 
radiſe ? : 

Withall,, let us thinke = our naturall re- 
lations to many inthat Land, Some of you, I 

now, 
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know, have Fathers and Mothers there,ſoine of 
=_ have Brethren and Siſters, others of you 

ave Uncles and Aunts there, and near kin(- 
folke. All theſe ſitting in griefe and ſorrow, 
challenge our ſympathize; andir is a fearcfull 
{into bee voyde of nataurall affeRions: nature 
wrought in Abrahams, as well asgrace, when g,, ,,, 
his nephew Lot was taken captive by the foure 
Kings, 

But which is more, let us remember, how - 

(for many of us) wee ftand in aſpirituall rela- 
tion to many , yea very many 1n that Land. 
The ſame threed of grace is ſpun thorow the 
hearts of all the godly under heaven. Sucha 
one there, is thy ſpirituall Father, he begot 
thee in Chriſt Telus thorow the Goſpel, and 
there thou haſt ſpirituall Brethren and Siſters '** ** 59 
and Mothers. O there is many a ſweet, loving, 
humble, heavenly ſoule inthat Land, in whoſe 
boſome Chriſt breathes by his bleſſed Spirit 
everyday, and ſuch as I hope wee ſhall ever 
love at the remoteſt diſtance,were it from one 
end of the earth unto the other. Why,they are 
bone of our bone,and fleſhofour fleſhin Chriſt, 
nearer by farrethen friends, and kindred , oh 
let their ſorrowes be our ſorrowes, and their 
miſcries ours, 

Beſides theſe relations, civill, naturall,fpiri- 3 
tuall, let us thinke upon the ſpeciall tyes and \ 
and engagements that many there have uponus. 

Among your friendsthere, whither naturall or 


ſpirituall, there are, no doubt ſome there , 
C 3 whom 
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whom you prizeabove the reſt. O if youcauld 
but ſee them , your ſoules would hardly ſtay 
within your bodies for running forth to meet 
them ; Arleaft, you would ftriveto incorporate 

our ſelves into them by the cloſeſt embraces. 
Alas, theſe now, perhaps, are weeping incheir 
ſecret places , theſeare now fitting with 0b a- 
mong theaſhes. If you could but ſee theex- 
cortons of their ſorrowes, and heare their pre- 
ſent ſpeeches and complaints, and how they, 
their wives,and lictle ones doe (it and lament to- 
gether, it may be ſome of them in expeRation 
of daily death, and how they faſt and pray and 
affli heir ſoules, or how, peradventure,they 
wiſh themſelves ar this very inſtant with us 
O you would weepe and cry, and melt away in- 
to teares of ſorrow, 

Tothis, adde the Conſideration of themany 
mercies , heapes of rich and precious mercies, 
twenty, yeathirty and forty yearcsmercies, and 
to ſome more, which wee have there received, 
eſpccially ſoule-mercies. There the light of the 
glorious Goſpel of Chriſt [eſusfirſtſhined forth 
unto thee, there firſt thou heard(t his pleaſant 
voice; there did his good Spirit firſt breath 
upon thine heart; there didft thou firſt beleeve 
andrepent, andamend thy lewd wayes. And 
never was therea Land,I think, {ince Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles left the world, fo richly bleſtin 
converts, or thatever brought forth ſuch and 
fo many wotthies into the world. Yet there 
now (alas indeed , where ſooner, when finne 

aboundetne) 
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aboundeth 2) doth Iudgement beginto reigne, 
as wee may greatly feare. 


Or is it not meet that wee ſhould beare a part 
with thcmin their ſorrowes , who have borne 
a part with them intheirfinnes £ Have we con- 


ferred ſo many finneszs we havedone to ſpeed 


on theircanftuſior, and ſhall wee beſtow no for-. 


row onthem ? Shall we not help to quenchthe 
fire with our teares, that we have kindled with 
our finnes? O cruell ! How know we but that 
the Lord is at this inſtant viſiting our tranſgreſ- 
fions there acted', which polluted the Land © 
Beloved, did wee notcommit there ten thou- 
ſand millions of ſinnesand moreamongſt us du- 
ring ouraboad there ? There,O there, we play- 
ed the ungodly Atheiits; there it was we halted 
betweene God and Baal, {wareby the Lord and 
by Malcbow, were neither hot norcold, there 
ſome of us blaſphemed the dreadfull name of 
theever bleſſed God, polluted his Sabbaths, 
deſpiſed his meſſengers , contemned his holy 
wayes, prophaned and abuſed his mercies, and 
his good creatures, ran with others to the ſame 
exceſſe of riot, &c, And how ever ſome may 
fay, they have repented hereof, yer little doe 
they know what evill examples they have left 
there behind to fill up the meaſure both of finne 
and wrath, If thy finnes committed there be 
pardoned, yet thy fins fins may be puniſhed, 
like as a Father may be ſpared, and yet hischil- 

dren executed. 
Thy finnes, © man, have begotten many fins 
there x 
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there; there is many a formaliſt, and many a 
conformitantthe more for thee, as indeed [ fear 
there is for me. Alas, how have they kept on 
ſinning upon our cxamples * Anothers drun- 
an ave begotten many a drunkard there, 
as anothers ſpiritual cowardize many a Nicode- 
mite, and anothers Lukewarmneſſe many a 
Laadicean, Now, doe wefearethat the Lord is 
gone forth rhisday tocall that Land to an ac- 
count, and to viſite for theſe and the like abo- 
minations, and is this nothingunto us 2 Shall 
men beſlaine for our ſinnes,and weafford them 
no ſorrow? What * ſhall the old Prophet 
1m Bethel rife up in judgement againſt us * for 
when he had {laine the man of God by bis ly- 
ing and diflembling to him, hee yet mourned 
and lamented over him, ſaying, Alas my Bre- 
ther. Ah my friendsand brethren, ket us doe 
the like, our finnes have ſlaine, perhaps by this 
time, a little Army of men, whatcan we leſſe 
then lament over them, ſaying, Alas, Alas, 
ew Brethren, Surcly, wee inthis Land have 
grext cauſe to doc as wee docthis day, if tor no 
other reſpet, yet forthis, for we have done 
enough and enough to overwhelm old England 
with the wrath of God, that our hearts atrhis 
timecould be but over-fhadowed with acloud 
of ſorrow ! 

Againe; letus ſuppoſe that things were even 
now turnedend for end, andrhat we were this 
day indiſtreſſe,and thoſe ourbrethrenin peace; 
Iamconfident, that chey would condole with

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us, yea and powre out many a praycrforus: for 
theydid as much, Iknow, when this Land lay 
ſometimes under dearth, another time when 
the Indians rebelled, a third, when the mon- 
ſtrous wy ne And bow havethey 
alwayes liſſenc 

flowing in their affetions with ug £ How doc 
they (1 meane all this while, multitudes of well 
affcaed perſons there) talke of New-England 
vvith delight ! Hovy much nearcr heaven doe 
ſome of their charitics account this Land, then 
any other place they heare ofin the world? Such 
is their good opinion of us! How bave ſomea- 
mongthem deſired todye , if they might not be 
vouchſafed to live in this Land « And when 
ſometimes a New England manreturnes thither, 
how is hee lookt upon, lookt after, received, 
entertained, the ground he walks upon beloved 
for his ſake, andthe houſe held the better where 
hee is 2 bow ate his words liſſenedro, laid up, 
and related frequently when hee is gone: nei- 
ther is any loveor kindneſſeheld too much for 
ſuch a man, 

Neither let this be forgotten, that of all the 
Chriſtian people this day in the world, weein 
this Land enjoy the greateft meaſure of peace 
and tranquillity. Wee have beaten ourſwords 
into plough-ſhares and our ſpeares into pruning

Surely 
then, if ever the Loxp ſhould bring the like 
houre of temptattonuponus, as his people here 
Have not becne long hitherto without exerciſe, 
he might juſtly. ſhur us out of the hearts of all 
our brethren m the world, --' And wheteas too 
perhaps here.and there one in our native Land, 
eſpecially in their paſſions, may have had ſome 
tranfientthoughts, touching, irmay be, ſome of 
us, aSif rheexorbitant ſpirit off op and Iames 
-wereinus, deſirous that fire from heayenſhould 
falluponthem, as if, I meane, we would be glad 
to heareof Iudgements upon our native Coun- 
rrey i(O cruell, and unnatural ! )our fcllow-fee; 
lings this day, I hope, ſhall wipeaway all fuch 
prejudices. And truly.zif Gods Iuſtice might be 
fatisfied with that Lands amendment without 


' one drop of blood , though, wee ſhould ſh:d 


ſtore both of reares and blood to efteR it , wee 
would greatly rejoyce, and ſhone turnethis day 


of Humiliation into aday of gratulation,praiie, 


and thankeſgiving. 

Whar ſhall Ifay 2? If there ſhould be any one 
heart heredigd out of aMarpelianrock, let ſuch 
anone remember, laſtly, that in the peace of rhar 
Land, we ſhall have peace, and therefore in che 
miſery of that Land , wee ſhall neverbe happy. 


Yo!know , that God hath hitherto made thar 
Land 
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Land ablefling unto this, If Chriſt hatha Vine 
here, that Land hath as yet beene the Elme that 
hath ſuſtained it. Thence hath the Lord thus 
ſtockt this American part with ſuch Worthies, 
there were they bred and nurſt, thencehitherto 
have beene our yearely ſupplyes of men, andof 
many an uſefull commoduy. If then they ſuffer, 
wee may caſily ſmart , if theyſink, we arc not 
likely to riſe. And this, at leaſt, may beea 
rſwafive to a ſordide minde, that will not 
hos wrought upon by more ingenuous Argu- 
ments. | :

ver goe to our ſecrets without our Cenfors in 
our hands for oJd England, deare England ſtill 
in diverſe reſpedts, Iett indeed by us 1n our per- 
ſons, but never yet forſaken in our affections. 
The good God of Heaven, have mercy upon 
it , and upon all his deare people and ſervants in 
it, for Chriſt his ſake, Amen. 
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
